Win- 
throp Rockefeller "has made to 
bring the fruits of competitive 
government to Arkansas." 


Hammerschmidt made the 


statement 
after 
Rockefeller 


conceded defeat to Democrat 
Dale 
Bumpers 
in Tuesday's 


general election. 


"As a result of his (Rocke- 


feller's) activities, many old al- 
liances are now nonexistent and 
spokesmen fro the people have 
come to the fore," Hammer- 
schmidt said. 


On another topic, Hammer- 


schmidt said he thought Vice 
President 
Spiro T. Agnew's 


campaign 
trip 
to Arkansas 


could have hurt the Republi- 
cans who were seeking office in 
the state. 


Agnew visited Fort Smith last 


month on behalf of Rockefeller 
and other members of the GOP 
that were seeking office. 


Hammerschmidt said that the 


Vice President's 
address in 


which he was critical of Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., may 
have figured into Rockefeller's 
defeat. 


He said it would be difficult 


to evaluate such a trip, but that 
the people of Arkansas did not 
like to hear an "outsider" crit- 
icize their elected representa- 
tives. 


"Dealing in personalities was 


probably detrimental 
to the 


governor's effort and perhaps 
mine," Hammerschmidt said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rein- 


forced House Democrats may 
present their own economic pro- 
gram if the Nixon administra- 
tion does not change its policies, 
according to Rep. Carl Albert, 
the chamber's prospective new 
speaker. 


Albert took issue in an inter- 


view with two interpretations of 
Tuesday's« election—that, the 
smaller-than-average 
• Demo- 


cratic House gains for off-year 
elections were not significant 
and that voter concern with in- 
flation and unemployment did 
not play a major role. 


"We are going into the new 


Congress with the biggest Dem- 
ocratic majority since the John- 
son landslide of 1964," Albert 
said. 


Democrats picked up at least 


nine House seats, for a total of 
254. This contrasts with 243 at 
the beginning of the last Con- 
gress and 248 at the start of the 
one four years ago. 


It is, however, well short of 


the 295 seats Democrats won in 
1964 when Lyndon B. Johnson 
overwhelmed Sen. Barry Gold- 
water in the presidential elec- 
tion. 


"I would hope this would en- 


courage the administration to 
take the state of the economy 
more seriously," Albert said. 


"They haven't done so up to 


now." 


Albert said the Democrats in 


the House already have taken 
some legislative steps. Over ad- 
ministration 
opposition, they 


have passed standby credit, 
wage and price controls which 
have not been used. 


"We could do more," Albert 


said. "I would hope that we 
could work together with the ad- 
ministration, but if not we will 
have to go ahead on our own." 


Albert said his party will ben- 


efit not only its gains in the 
House but by a heightened sense 
of unity resulting from the deep 
involvement by Nixon and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew in the 
congressional campaign. 


"A lot of people are resentful 


because it was a sort of a smear 
campaign," Albert said. "It was 
absurd to try to put Democrats 
in the position of tolerating ston- 
ing of the President. We are just 
as much opposed to that as any- 
one." 


Albert said while the election 


returns need more analysis, it 
appears the economic issue was 
important in areas, including 
notably California, where there 
has been a slump in business 
and employment. 


"That was the No. 1 issue, al- 


though they denied it," he said. 


"I don't think there is any oth- 


er way to consider this election 
than as a very splendid Demo- 
cratic victory." 


Since Democrats are assured 


of control of the House, they will 
name the spaker when the new 
Congress convenes in January.

U.S. to Pull

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


United States Army Division 
that now guards about 18 miles 
of 
the 
Korean demilitarized 


zone, probably will be pulled 
back and put in reserve when 
American forces are reduced in 
South Korea, Pentagon sources 
say. 


The reduction of U.S. forces in 


the Republic of Korea will begin 
around mid 1971, when some 
20,000 men are to be cut from 
the 62,000-man garrison. 


Details of the withdrawal are 


still being talked over with the 
Seoul government, but it's ex- 
pected one division of the two 
now in Korea will be pulled out 
slowly. The remaining infantry 
division will take up a reserve 
position, and the South Korean 
Army will move into the 18-mile 
stretch, sources indicated.

There appeared to be some in- 


congruity, for example, in the 
dedication of hardhats and their 
companions to the law-order is- 
sue when their paychecks were 
being eroded by inflation and 
their jobs threatened by layoffs. 


The elections tended to reflect 


a growing awareness of this, 
judged by Democratic gains in 
some industrial states. But the 
congressional 
situation 
ap- 


peared less changed, a bit to the 
conservative side. 


Efforts to correct the imbal- 


ance that produces inflation and 
layoffs have been under way 
since the Nixon administration 
took office, but there seems lit- 
tle doubt now that the effort will 
be maximized. 


Perhaps, 
some 
economists 


suggest, more direct 
efforts 


must be made by the adminis- 
tration to educate the public re- 
garding the limits of acceptable 
wage and price increases, a pol- 
icy now practiced in Canada. 


They maintain that modern 


economies may not be as sus- 
ceptible to containment by tra- 
ditional methods of fiscal and 
monetary policy, and that an 
added measure of persuasion or 
even threat must be introduced. 


For this reason: Modern gov- 


ernments throughout the indus- 
trial world are committed to 
so-called full employment poli- 
cies, or efforts to goad their 
economies to maximum output. 


This means a continued flirta- 


tion with inflation, because his- 
tory demonstrates that such pol- 
icies eventually tend to produce 
the prospect of rising wages and 
prices. 


If a full employment policy is 


to be maintained, it is argued, 
workers and employers must be 
made aware of the dangers to 
all in any inordinate wage or 
price demands.

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American Party 
Fate in State 
Undecided 
LEXA, Ark. (AP) — Walter 


Carruth of Lexa, the American 
party nominee for governor, 
said today that it was "too 
early to tell" what would hap- 
pen to the American party in 
Arkansas. 


Carruth ran a distant third in 


Tuesday's general election to 
Gov-elect Dale Bumpers and 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller. 


Neither Carruth nor any of 


the other American party can- 
didates received 15 per cent of 
the votes, the number required 
for the American party to leg- 
ally remain as a political party 
in the state. 


"We don't plan to stop our 


movement," Carruth said, "but 
we may get stopped." He said 
he knew of no plan to call a 
meeting of the party to decide 
what action might be taken to 
keep the party alive. 


"It looks to me like since 


there are only 30,000 people in 
the state who support what we 
(the American party) stand for, 
it might be a good idea for us 
to pack up and move across the 
river to Mississippi 
or Ala- 


bama," Carruth said. 


Carruth said the sound defeat 


of all American party candi- 
dates and the election of Bump- 
ers showed that the people of 
Arkansas are "prepared to co- 
operate with the liberal policies 
of the Northern Democrats." 
He said Bumpers shared the 
"same liberal views" as Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass, and 
former Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey. 


"The mood of the people was 


to get rid of Rockefeller, but 
the voters didn't give any con- 
sideration to which way they 
got rid of him," Carruth said. 


He said the election of Bump- 


ers indicated that the voters 
wanted a tax increase and were 
ready to "totally integrate" the 
public schools. 


"He (Bumpers) admitted in 


his campaign speeches that it 
would take a sizeable tax in- 
crease to put through his pro- 
grams, and he also said he fav- 
ored a unitary school system," 
Carruth said. "Now he has a 
mandate from the people to 
carry out these things." 


He said he was confident that" 


the legislature would'p^ass most- 
of Bumpers' programs. 


"With the large amount of 


public support he received, the 
legislators will be much more 
receptive to Mr. Bumpers' pro- 
grams than they were to Rock- 
efeller's," Carruth said. "It'll 
be pretty hard for them to turn 
him down." 


Rockefeller has had little suc- 


cess during the past four years 
at trying to convince the Demo- 
cratic-controlled legislature that 
more taxes are needed to fi- 
nancehisprograms.

NEW YORK (AP) - "Sesame 


Street" has shown that televi- 
sion can be used effectively to 
teach 3 to 5-year old children 
simple facts and skills, says Ed- 
ucational Testing Service. 


ETS said Wednesday that re- 


sults of its testing 943 children 
showed a gain in learning by all 
who watched the show, but the 
highest gains were made by 
those who watched most often. 


The study also found that dis- 


advantaged 
children 
who 


watched frequently made more 
gains than advantaged children 
who watched less regularly. 


The authors, Dr. Samuel Ball 


and Mrs. Gerry Bogatz, said 
this finding meant the educa- 
tional gap between advantaged 
and 
disadvantaged 
children 


could be reduced "even by the 
time they enter first grade." 


The study also found that 3- 


year-olds who were 
regular 


viewers had learned more by 
the end of the series than older 
children who watched less fre- 
quently. 


"Sesame Street," produced by 


the Children's Television Work- 
shop and funded by public and 
private agencies, is an hour- 
long program for preschool chil- 
dren on public television sta- 
tions. 


The ETS survey was conduct- 


ed 
in 
Boston, 
Philadelphia, 


Phoenix, Ariz., Durham, N.C. 
and a rural area of California. 
Children were tested before the 
program went on the air and 
after it had been on for 26 
weeks.

Much 
important evidence that you 
may b e c o m e a victim is 
fairly obvious. 


Let's see how you score: 


Reach around to the back, 
just below the ribs and pick 
up a fold of skin. If it is over 
a half-inch-thick you have 
excess fat deposits. Try the 
same thing around the navel. 
The t h i c k e r the roll the 
sicker the patient. A truly 
lean body usually means less 
likelihood of d e v e l o p i n g 
fatty deposits in the arteries. 


What has happened to your 


waistline? Can you wear the 
same clothes you wore in 
your early twenties? If not, 
you are on the road to the 
diseases of civilization—un- 
less you are pregnant. 


What is your body weight? 


If you have gained weight 
since your early twenties it 
is most likely not muscle— 
weight gain after that age 
is usually fat. 


Check your resting heart 


rate. If it is less than 70 
beats per minute you are 
more apt to have good heart 
action. Young men in good 
physical condition u s u a l l y 
have heart rates of 60 beats 
per minute or less. If your 
resting heart rate is over 80 
beats per minute you have 
a much greater chance of 
sudden death at an earlier 
age than those with rates 
below 70. 


If you didn't flunk the first 


heart rate test, exercise by 
running in place about one 
minute at a rate of 60 steps 
a minute — counting when 
the left foot hits the floor. 
Lie down and count your 
heart rate again. If it is 
over 100 beats per minute 
you are not in optimal con- 
dition. You don't need to run 
to the doctor. Get rid of the 
cigarettes, coffee, colas and 
alcohol first. Start walking 
some each day.

habits. Are you on a diet 
low in saturated fat and 
cholesterol? You should be.
